Marquard and Harvig were well cared 
for by the officers of the ship and were 
given dry clothing and food. Though 
somewhat recovered from their exhausted 
condition when toe steamer reached San 
Francisco, they are still suffering from 
the general strain and privation, en- 
dured. 
lire. Marquard became 
alarmed over 
the long absence of her husband, and 
reported that she feared he was drowned. 
The Marquards live in a very attractive

has issued the following statement in 
the matter of the proposed Saturday 
night closing: 


Inasmuch as there is at present 


more or less agitation of the ques- 
tion of Saturday night closing of 
the retail stores of Oakland, 
which agitation we regard aa ill- 
conceived and ill-considered, the 
•undersigned, members of the Re- 
tail Dry Goods Association of Oak- 
land, present this as a statement 
of our unanimous views, looking 
to the interests of all of our 
members arid of the city of Oak- 
land. 


Unlike almost any other largo 


city in America, thousands of our 
residents are engaged In business 
or are employed outside of tha 
city. If they wish to do their trad- 
ing here, it can only be done on 
Saturday night. That there is a 
demand for such shopping facili- 
ties is evidenced by the fact that 
in many stores over 25 per cent of 
the day's business is done after 
six o'clock. Saturday night trad- 
ing must, then, be either a neces- 
sity or a convenience to a great 
many people in Oakland 
and 
vicinity. 


During the week the trade of 
this community is, in a large 
measure, drawn upon by San 
Francisco. It .is well known that 
on Saturday night this drain is 
partially offset by the trade of 
the people living in our suburbs, 
who come into town for amuse- 
ment and for their shopping. Six 
nights each week the business 
section of the city has the ap- 
pearance of a country town. On 
Saturday night it looks like a 
metropolis. 
Should the stores 


close on that night, it will be a 
dead town all the time, with con- 
sequent loss to our amusement 
places, restaurants and other en- 
terprises depending upon an ac- 
tive business center, and with a 
pronounced loss of prestige to 
the city. 


JUSTIFIED BELIEF. 
The belief that the sales people 


freed from duty will be attracted 
away from home is justified by 
the fact that the early closing 
movement is being financed by an 
amusement resort in a neighbor- 
ing city, for what purpose can 
easily be imagined. 


Saturday night hours do not 


Impose a hardship on any of our 
employees. The women work no 
more than eight hours on any 
day. 
The men, for the five days 


other than Saturday, also have 
the benefit of the women's eight- 
hour day, their -whole week being 
one of fifty-one hours only. 


Many of our members deal also 


In men's wear. Here, particular- 
ly! they come into competition for 
the trade that crosses the bay, 
and it would b« unfair to.ask , 


them to closfe and force that trade 
to their competitors on either side 
of the water. 


Other elements of competition 


•which should be taken into con- 
sideration in any closing-up pro- 
gram are the many Oriental v dry 
goods stores in the city, the Spe- 
cialty Cloak and Suit stores, not 
members of this association, the 
shoe and men's furnishing stores, 
the drug stores, most of which are 
practically department stores, to 
say nothing of the many stores 
in San Frandsco which remain 
open on Saturday night. 


THE COXOLTJSION. 


If it should ever be determined 
that It would not be detrimental 
to the city of Oakland to close its 
stores every night then this as- 
sociation is ready to favor a state 
law fixing the hours of business 
for all similar lines.

JELLY STOCKS. 


A jeHy stock is simply the juice ol 


boiled fruits containing- 
the 
necessary 
pectin'and acid. It differs from jelly in 
that it contains no added sugar and" re- 
mains liquid. It can be kept for years 
and made into jelly at any time simply 
by boiling -with sugar 
It is prepared as 
follows- 


1. Crush or slice the fruit into a pot 


and, 
except for very juicy fruits ,add a 
small amount of water. 
' 


2 Boil until tender, usually frooi five 
to thirty minutes. 


3 P"ss while hot in a cloth and strain 
through a jelly bag. Red currants, logan- 
berries, and crab apples contain an excess 
of pectin and the pulp left in the bag 
may be rebolled for ten minutes with 
water of about half the volume of the 
juice. 
The rebelled 
pulp is pressed, 
strained, and both lots of juice mixed. 
The first juice contains most of the flavor 
and acid. 


4. Test the jelling qualitv by boiling a 
smal cup of the juice with an equal quan- 
tity of sugar. If it fails to jelly, boil it 
down more in a wide shallow pot 
5. Heat to 130 degrees F. and place in 
clean scalded bottles, filling to within one 
and one-half inches of the mouth, and 
close with corks of good quality.

half an hour before using and should be

This, 
method defers the purchase of the s.ugar

stake.

measure. 


The ultimate aim of the bargaining 
parties was, and is, peace: not necessarily 
a separate Russo-Teuton peaca, but a 
general peace forced by Russia's elimina- 
tion as an active belligerent. 


- BARGAIN IS AU-EGED. 


Th» bargain was concluded, it Is al- 


leged, at the recent confaib at Stockholm 
between Russia and German delegates. 
Significant in this connection, perhaps. Is 
the fact that r>r. Mathias Erzberger, 
leader of the Centrist party, whose 
shrewd maneuvers led directly to Holl- 
weg*s fall, to the formation of the 
Reichstag's bloc, and to the passage of 
the peace resolution, was with Schelde- 
mann and the other Socialists at Stock- 
holm.

DAGGERS OF INFLATION. 


Heavy foreign purchases of American products 


have resulted in enormous imports of gold, in bul- 
lion and coin, to be melted at United States mints 
and minted into coin bearing the stamp of the 
American eagle or to be held in storage. Enormous 
transactions have been arranged by means of 
credits, exchange of securities and promissory 
loans. The volume of foreign business done by the 
United States has multiplied and further increases 


These developments have served 


spread alarm in the narrowed perspectives of 


those "students" of economics and finance who are 
merely historians, or who base their conclusions 
exclusively upon historical precedent. 


As a result there may be observed cropping out 


here and there queer prophesies of disasters and 
curious suggestions for "remedying" a situation 
which requires a deal of imagination io outline. 
For example, the country is gravely advised that 
the metallic money resources of ihe world are not 
sufficient for the transaction of the-world's business 
and hence the governments must soon resort to the 
issuance of unsecured paper currency. Along with 
this ancient relic of financial fallacies, this return 
to greenbackism. we have also the apparently earn- 
est and well-considered suggestion of bimetallism

Much benefit should result from a convention of 


the maritime powers of the entente allies for rate 
rising for ocean-borne commerce. The United 
States and Great Britain, according to despatches 
from Washington, already have agreed to the pro- 
posal in principle, and Italy and France have signi- 
"fied their willingness to accept the ocean rate- 
filing idea. 


This suggestion is not exactly new, nor a product 


of the necessities of war. Curiously enough, a Gali- 
forman, Mr. David Lubin, head of the International 
Commerce Commission, with headquarters 
in 


Home, presented the plan, before the war started, 
with such force to London shippers and shipowners 
as to convoke a conference of them-with British 
government officials. The proposal was • earnestly 
discussed, and had not the war intervened steps 
doubtless would have been taken to ascertain the 
views of other countries on the subject. It was 
Mr. Lubin's belief that only through such an inter- 
national agreement for the regulation of ocean 
shipping rates could the food supply be insured and 
the interests of the agriculturists protected. 


Unquestionably the high prices of some staples 


of maritime trade, which often prevail in time of 
peace as well as war, are made possible by con- 
nivance between the market manipulators and the 
shipping companies. A guaranteed maximum rate 
for wheat, for instance, would make 
difficult, if not impossible. If the go^ exnments con- 
trolling the shipping of the world agree to force 
reasonable rates for necessary food products and 
materials for construction they will have gone far 
toward stopping the tendency toward higher living 
costs and restoring confidence and stability in the 
business of production. 


STRICT REGULATION DESIRABLE. 


Secretary of Commerce Eedfield has demanded 


and received the resignation of Dr. Edward E. 
Pratt as head of the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce, Detailed information as to the 
differences between these two officials which led 
to Dr. Pratfs resignation is for the present with- 
held by the government, but it is understood to re- 
late to the question of the regulation, of exports to 
neutral countries known to be furnishing supplies 
to Germany.

AIRMAN WRITES OF ADVENTURE

FINDS ISLAND; AMAZES THE NATIVES 


From mourning to rejoicing nnd then to marveling is the gamut of emotions that has been run by W. S. 


Smith, 1918 Rosedale avenue, as the result of the adventures that have befallen his son, Guy Duncan Smith, 
flight lieulenanl u-ilh ihe British expeditionary force 
;";s :hc Holy Lcr^d. 


It was May 2 last that word came to the father that his son had done his bit, and in the doing had been 


drowned while on duty. A week later came word from the British admiralty that there had been a mis- 
take and that the lad was safe and well. 


From that time until yesterday nothing had been heard by the anxious parent. Then came a letter 


that rivals fiction of the adventure school in its recital of strange happenings. 
The locale is a coraZ island 


inhabited by savages, who until Lieutenant Smith and his observer were cast there in a wrecked seaplane, 
never had seen white men. How the two lived until they had summoned assistance by repairing their wire- 
less forms the subject of the letter. 


Before becoming an aviator for the British army young Smith made war history in this country. He 


was wireless operator on the notorious steamship Mazatlan ivhen she departed from San Francisco' bay 
laden with supplies for the German squadron cruising in South Pacific loaters. Young Smith's refusal, de- 
spite threats of death, to send a wireless message to the German war vessel Leipzig that spelt disaster to the 
plans of Fred Jebsen and resulted in the capture of the Mazatlan by the British. 


The letter detailing young Smith's latest adventure follout: 
Sultan's Palace Male, Maldive 


Islands, April 28. 


Dear Father—I suppose the ad- 


miralty will have cabled you, which 
is a nuisance,-as it will have caused 
you a lot of unnecessary worry. Of 
course, there is no doubt about it 
that my observer and I were missing 
and are missing still for that matter. 
But we are quite safe now. 


"We started for a flight about 


4:15 p. m. and I missed the ship on 
returning. 
The visibility was very 


bad, the clouds were thick and black 
and I don't think my compass was 
correct. My observer kept on point- 
ing to things which he thought was 
the ship, and as he had the glasses I 
followed his directions. 
We 
flew 


until it was dark and I managed to 
land all right. ' Then in the dark we 
taxied right on to a coral reef as we. 
were trying to-get to-an island. We 
tried to get the machine off, but 
failed, so I fitted up a wireless sta- 
tion and sent out signals. 


"About 10:30 we floated off 


with the tide jnto deep water. 
I 


started up the engine and we taxied 
over to some other island, but kept 
on getting onto coral, so we went up 
and down firing signal lights to see 
the reefs and finally got on the 
pt^flrh nr an nninnanifprl Tslpnn 
Gets Engine Going 


"It rained all night and we were 


wet through and had no sleep. 
It 


•rained until 3:30 the next afternoon. 
I made three ineffectual attempts to 
start my engine and had only one 
more start left in my compressed air 
bottle, so I overhauled everything 
thoroughly and started up. The ma- 
chine did her full amount of revolu- 
tions. 
If it hadn't we would have 


been in a fix, as we only had a few 
biscuits and a little water. I climbed 
a palm tree and got a few cocoa- 
nuts.

islands would not have come near, 
as they hadn't seen any whites be-

plane, so they were scared to death. 


"Well, we flew for about an hour 


and a half trying to find the ship and 
then my petrol ran out and I landed 
near an inhabited island, but my en- 
gine had stopped and I could not 
taxi up to it and the wind bTew us 
slowly away from it. We tried to 
swim it to shore, but without avail. 
Then we blew up to a coral reef 
again, so we cut the balloon out of 
the tail and swam to the island, hav- 
ing first hailed a dhow which was 
too afraid to come up.

people on the island hid themselves. 


"It was- about one mile to the isl- 


and and it took us about an hour to 
swim through the shark-infested wa- 
ters. When we got ashore we were 
all in. After resting we had a look 
around, but although everything bore 
"signs of life and fires were alight we 
couldn't find anybody, so we went 
to sleep in one of the huts. All we 
had was our shirts and I had brought 
a water bottle. 
Natives Pursued 


"In the night I was awakened by 


hearing some natives talking right at 
the entrance to the hut, and as I 
thought I had better say something 
before thev came in and trod on us. 
I said the only word I knew of their 
language, 'Salaam.' 


"They jumped about three feet in 


the air" and were off in trie bushes in 
a second. In the morning we got up 
and had a bath and each put on a 
native loin cloth and had some co- 
coanuts to eat and then went around 
the island to find the natives. 
They 


had evidently been watching us, for 
as we went around one way they 
came around the other and took the 
only boat there and rowed away in 
it. We came back and found it had 
gone and were rather worried, as we 
were both feeling rotten and none of 
the natives in the dhows would come 
near. 
So we ransacked the huts for 


food. 


"There was plenty of water and 


cocoanuts and some chickens, so I 


killed a chicken with a stick and 
plucked and trussed it and then 
boiled it. In the meanwhile the ob- 
server had 
been hailing 
fishing 


dhovo that were passing the island, 
but they paid no attention. 
I then 


went out and joined him and after 
waving our shirts for about two 
hours one came in close and we went 
out to it. 
By this time I only had 


my shirt and my observer had noth- 
ing. 
Scared by Teeth 


"As soon as we were on board 


they lost their fear and gave us loin 
cloths and stuff to eat and betel nut 
to chew. 
I then directed them to 


go to the seaplane which had drifted 
out to sea and after much talking 
and waste of time two dhows lined 
up and took it to an inhabited isl- 
and close by. ~When we were left 
alone on the island we had begun to 
make a raft in order to reach the 
next island. 


"When we reached the other isl- 


and there was a lot more talking and 
we were taken to the village. 
After 


having some feed we came out and 
had them haul the machine up on the 
beach. 
We lived there for several 


days, sleeping in a shed with about 
fifty natives and every evening we

Clubs With Least Strikeouts 


And Most Passes Are the Ones 


Up Around the First Division

Strikeouts and bases on balls are having a lot to do with the winning 


of the 1917 Coast League pennant—that is, they are figuring promi- 
nently on the batters' end, but are not cutting so much figure from the 
viewpoint of pitching. Thus the clubs whose batters have struck out 
the fewest times are in the first division today, and the clubs in the 
sec- 


ond division are those that have furnished the most strikeout victims 
for opposing pitchers. 


Similarly the clubs whose batters have drawn the most/bases on balls 


are the clubs in the first division, and the three clubs in the second di- 
vision have shown the least ability in drawing passes. 


From the pitching end, however, it is different. 
Of the* seven lead- 


ing strikeout pitchers there are four from second division clubs. Chief 
Johnson, now with the Seals, is counted as one of these four, as he has 
spent most of the season with a second-division club. Of the seven 
pitchers who have issued the most walks, however, six are of first- 
division clubs. 


So there is the paradox of the dope sheet—the clubs up around the 


top in the pennant race are those whose batters strike out the fewest 
times and who draw the most walks—-ajid those same clubs stay up 
there around the top despite the fact that their pitchers strike out 
fewer opponents and walk more men than the pitchers of other clubs.

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AMERICAN* TRAIN-GING CAMP 


IX FRANCE, July 24.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press)—German aerial squad-

DREDGING REPORT 


VAJVLEJO, July 24.—The dredge San 


Pablo which left Mare Island last Satur- 
day to resume operations in San Pablo 
bay has removed 17,777,727 cubic yards of 
mud from the Shoals during the period 
from August 10. 1916, to June SO, 1917. 
The report also shows that the San Pablo 
removed 281,000 cubic yards of mud near 
the channel and 416,000 cubic yards on 
the bar adjacent to the channel and that 
some 1.439,000 cubic yards of mud were 
probably carried away ,by the stronpr cur- 
rent caused by longitudinal dike No. 12.

Haiselden, who startled the country 
vinen tio decreed mat Bauy Builingcr, 
a defective, should be allowed to die 
when an operation would have pro- 
longed Its Jlfe, has permitted three 
other defective babies to die. he an- 
nounced this afternoon. 


"Some day people will -wonder how 


there should be any criticism of such 
a coui!*e," he said. 


In addition to the Meter baby, which 


was born with deformed neck, no skull 
bone and malformed, Dr. Haiselden 
told of two other cases. 


"The first of the other babies is a 


few months old born to a family 
named-3latt>s, Ining on Nprth Spring- 
field avenue," he said. 
"He was 


brought to me a month ago, paralyzed 
and with the head incurably affected. 
By operating I could have prolonged 
the life for a year or so. But I ex- 
Plained matters to the parent3, and 
they are willing to wait for death. 


DRUGGED UNTIL DEATH. 


"The third baby is named Paul Had- 


zima. 
He is three months old and 


his head is misshaped and defective 
and there is a malady that makes 
breathing an agony for the infant. I 
am prescribing enough paregoric to 
koep it diugged uutu death cnJs it all. 


"I feel that I am doing- the greatest 


service to humanity possible in these 
cases. It is better than experimenting 
•with a knife for my own satisfaction." 


The Meter child's upper skull cap 


was 
missing 
A diminutive brain, 


which seemed to promise imbecility, 
was covered only, by a thin, trans- 
parent membrane. 
There was no 
neck. 
The tiny head was attached 


directly to the shoulders 
The eyes 


bulged from their sockets. Both ears 
were misshapen. The arms were with- 
out muscles or tendons and incapable 
of functioning. 


"The baby could be saved," said Dr 


Haiselden. 
"This could be achieved 


by cutting a patch of skin from the 
back and grafting it over the exposed 
brain. 
But I will not do this 
No 


surgeon is justified in prolonging an 
absolutely worthless life. 


UEFT TO NATURE. 


"If I saved the infant I should pre- 


serve it to a life of wretchedness. 
It 


would be a burden to Itself and others. 
Perhaps it would become a menace to 
society. I will not kill it. Nature will 
rectify its own mistakes 
I will feed 


it as long as life lives, but I will not 
operate." 


Many 
prominent 
persons 
voiced 


their approval of Haiselden's decision 
today. Mrs. Samuel 
Meter, grand- 


mother of the baby, called up Dr. 
Haiselden today and added her per- 
mission to that of the parents, and 
told the surgeon to use Tils own Judg- 
ment about the baby's life. 


The grandmother 
Is herself 
the 


Dr. Haiselden' learned today that 


half a year before the doomed child 
came into the world its mother wit- 
nessed a frightful accident m which, 
a man was mutilated. 


SATS HE IS RIGHT. 


"Dr. Haiselden is absolutely right," 


said Mrs. Charlotte Rhodus, 
vice- 


president of the Woman's Party of 
Cook county 
"If it were my own 


child I would want the same thing 
done 
It would be a crime to let such 


a deformed infant survive." 


"If the life of this imbecile, a de- 


formed 
baby 
of 
innocence, were 


spared or prolonged, the life of the 
mother would be endangered," said 
Rev. Johnston Meyers of Emmanuel 
Baptist church 
"The child would be 


an immediate burden to the mother 
and it might cost her life." 


Dr. Isaac A. Apt, noted baby doctor, 


said that when there is a reasonable 
hope of saving a baby, even a. defec- 


e b«.b} it bnouW be saved 
"If it's hopelessly deformed, that's 


another question." said the 
doctor. 


"Such cases cannot be handled 
as
